QUICK END OF CONTEST.

Springfield, Ill, Feb. 16.—[Special.]—Tenta- 
tive plans to elect Lawrence Y. Sherman and 
James Hamilton Lewis United States sena- 
ters not later than on Thursday—Shermazn for 
the long term and Lewis for the short term— 
await the final approval of Woodrow Wilson. 

Thies was learned tonight upon high author- 
ity. Negotiations are in progress between 
Springfield and the New Jersey home of the 
president elect. 

It is beMeved Gov. Wilson has been told itis 
impossible to elect two Democrats from Iili- 
nois to the senate under any conditions, that 


-only one Democrat at most can be elected, 


and that Col. Lewis, the primary nominee, 
can be elected only under the terms which 
have been substantially agreed to by ambas- 
sadors of the respective parties. 

What appears to be wanted as the clinching 


‘ink to the pending dickering is the word from 


Gov. Wilson that he is satisfied with one sen- 
ator, and that Col. Lewis, for the short term. 

The report is that Gov. Dunne and the Dem- 
ocratic leaders generally are now satisfied 
that a Republican-Democratic alliance is the 
only practical solution of the deadlock and 
that the two primary nominees must be the 
prime figures in, the final answer. 


Alliance with Funk Feared, 

The thing feared most is that with the re- 
fusal of the Democrats to negotiate upon 
any plan which carries Sherman for one of 
the places, the Republicans will close terms 
early in the week with the Progressives and 
elect Sherman and Funk. They hope against 
hope that Funk has enough enemies within

combination will go over, though it may not

TIN SOLDIERS IN FEDERAL ARMY

Washington, D. C., Feb. 16.—[Special.]— 
The outrageous treatment suffered by Amer- 
ican citizens in Mexico under the Madero 
‘régime is graphically set forth in the testi- 
mony taken by the senate subcommittee, 
of which Senator William Alden Smith is 
chairman, which has been working for eight 
months making an investigation of the sit- 
uation. : 

Tum TRIBUNE correspondent was granted 
today access to this testimony, which has 
been taken behind closed doors. 

Besides the terrible recital of suffering in- 
flicted upon Americans because they are 
Americans, the evidence shows a conflict of 
commercial interests acting for and against 
Madero, and particularly involving the 
Standard Oil company and at English oil 
company. | : 

It ig alleged that the Standard arranged 
with the Maderog to kill the Eagle Ol] com- 
pany, of which Lord Cowdray of England 
was the principal stockholder. 


A large nutaber of witnessés ‘testified that 
the hostility of Mexicans toward Americans, 
thousands of whom have suffered personal 
injuries and the destruction of their prop- 
erty, was caused by the belief that the Amer- 
ican government constantly sided with Ma- 
dero in his efforts to obtain and keep control 
of the government. 

All ‘the revolutionary leaders have ex- 
pressed themselves with bitterness on this 
account, 

The testimony is overwhelming that the 
Merican federal army is utterly Imefficient. 
It is recruited largely from the penitentiaries 
and jails. Most of the soldiers are the scum 
of the cities,-and they are wretchediy 


equipped. 
Rebels at Home in Wilds. 

The revolutionists, on the contrary, are 
mountaineers and farmers familiar with the 
country and accomplished horsemen, which 
the federal soldiers are not. The most effi- 
client soldiers in Mexico at the present time 
are the Yaqui! Indians, many of whom are en- 
listed in the federal army. Mexican soldiers 
carry their women with them, and cooking 
and camp work is largely done by them. The 
food supply ’s an individual matter. 

When depredations by’ the revolutionists 
are reported to the Mexican federal com- 
manders in the neighboring towns they shrug 
their shoulders and say they have no author- 
ity to pursue the depredators. 


Tell of Terrible Wrongs. 

Hundreds of pages of the testimony relate 
to the disturbed and lawless conditions in all 
parte of Mexico, particularly in the northern 
etates.

That an American committee for the 
establishing of centers of food distribu- 
tion to the poor should be joined by the 
government in its efforts. 

That soldiers who had been placed on 
certain public buildings, one of which 
was in use as a place of refuge, and on 
certain American buildings, should be 
taken away.

Shakes Hands with a Friend. 

The alderman shook hands with his ol 
friend, Austin Doyle, at one time chief of 
police of Chicago, ten minutes before the last. 
The Rev. Father J. P. O'Donoghue of St. 
Petrick’s church and two Sisters from the 
Mercy hospital were in the sickroom praying 
when he died. 

He is survived by two brothers, Jim Bren- 
nap, who is out west and William and four 
sisters, Kate brennan and Mrs. Mary Chase, 
Mrs. M. J. O'Donoghue, and Mrs. Margaret. 
Grogan, wife of Barney Grogan. 

He was a member in St. Patrick’s church. 
Funeral services probably will be held on 
Wednesday afternoon in the church and resi- 
dence. Burial probably will be at Calvary. 
The alderman was born in County Wexford, 
Ireland, on June 29, 1849. He came to Amer- 
ica alone when only 16 years old and went to 
Detroit. There he worked as a cooper. He 
came to Chicago forty years ago and for a 
time was a night watchman. Later he be- 
came a pilaster contractor with Austin Doyle. 
Afterward he entered the saloon businegs on 
the west side. 


BRENNAN’S CAREER REVIEWED. 
[BY CHARLES J.:POWERS.] 

Ald. Brennan was about the last of the old 
type of the saloonkeeping ward bgsses who 
once practically ruled Chicago. In some 
Ways he was the ablest of them. An un- 
educated man, he had a certain mental, as 
in his younger days he possessed physical, 
strength, which, combined with a thorough 
knowledge of the’peculiar wants of his 
peculiar constituency, carried him through 

Vali political storms and difficulties. 

He had been continuously in the city coun- 
cil since 1891, even a term in the bridewell 
net being able.to break his hold on the affec- 
tions of his constituents. In f@ct, they re- 
garded the offense of which he was con- 
victed—buying one of their votes—as a rather 

During the time he spent 

Abhind the bars his seat in thé council cham-. 
“ber stood vacant. It Was waiting for the 
day when his sentence should expire and he 
could reoccupy it. 

During those twenty-two years in the 
founci! Join Brennan always was conrsist- 
ent. Experience had taught him that to 
succeed in- politics he must keep his 
contracts and tell the truth to his co-work- 
ers. .That he did invariably. Beyond_this 
he considered himself justified in doing 
Whatever seemed of the most advantage to 
him personally, and such a thing as official 
Tesponsibility, in the meaning that he was 
under any sort of obligation to vote or act 
for the good of the city where it might in- 
terfere with his personal benefit, never en- 
tered his mind. 


Looked After “His Voters.”’ 

His idea of the duty of an alderman—after 
looking carefully after his own interests— 
Was to do what favors he could for the men 
whose kept him in‘his position, and 
ther to look after the requests of the prop- 
emy owners of the ward, who, while non- 
residents, were still of sufficient importance 
to be worth concillating. If one of them 
Wanted a street vacated, an alley closed, 
permission to build a bridge or a tunnel, or

in his business, Brennan regarded it his duty 
to get him the permission. The suggestion 
that it might iImterfere with the rights of 
the city was nothing to him. His obligation

And the ward is a peculiar one. Indus- 


/trially it is given up almost entirely to man- 


ufacturing and wholesale business, and both 
Owners and workers live outside of it. Until 
the last redistricting the resident popula- 
lion was largely composed of the residents 
of the lodging houses, which still exist, 
although not in so great numbers as former- 
ly, along its eastern border. It was these 
voters who put and kept John Brennan in 
office, and they expected him to do them 
favors in return, as he expected to do them.

John Brennan's advent'in the politics of 
the present Eighteenth ward—it was then the 
Ninth~—was in the early 80s, when Ald John 
Gaynor was the boss of the ward and Bren- 
nan, who had started a saloon in the alley 


was one of his lieutenants, Brennan was an 
act.ve man then, with all the phyeical 
strength and the knowledge how to uge it so 
necesfary for success in minor polities, and 
he soon became a factor at the police station. 
A well worn path led from the saloon'to the 
entrance to the police court across thé alley 
and all the court hangers-on, as wellas those 
whose presence was compulsory, made it. 
He bailed out prisoners, passed favors to po- 
ficemen and bailiffs, and it was soon recog- 
hized that ‘‘ Red Brennan,” as he was then 
known on account of the cobor of his hair— 
much more abundant in those days than re- 
cently—was a man to take notice of. 


Periled by Barney Grogan. 
Gradually he extended his influence until 
he was a rival of Ald. Gaynor and then his 
He was a much stronger man, 
mentally and physically, than Gaynor, and, 
as the ward looked at-it, it was a survival 
of the fitter. Since ther he has been su- 
preme in his own territory. 

Lately, however, his brother-in-law, Bar- 

ney Grogan, has aspired to supplant him,and 

Brennan, whose health has been bad ever 
gince his release from the bridewell after 

serving ten weeks, was to an extent indiffer- 

ent. Brennan had also fallen out of favor 

at the city hall on account of his refusal to 

enter the Hearst-Harrison alliance, and Gro- 

gan was until the last few days persona 
grata in the city building. But at that it is 

doubtful if Grogan could have succeeded, but 
Brennan's death now ends that controversy. 

He died as the bose of the ward, even if his 
hold was becoming more precarious, Last 
week Grogan himself broke with the city ad- 
ministration, and he visited Brennan just } 
before the latter died. It is possible they 
might have united for self-protection had 

the alderman lived. 

In the older days Brennan made much. 
money.. He lost some in stock speculation.

at Windsor, Ont., Brought 
Back by Detectives. 


BETRAYED BY LOVE NOTE. 
Letter to Woman Cansed Ca. ture 


After Three Weeks’ Chase, 
Say Sleuths. 


Frederick K. Buckminster, fugitive secre- 
tary of the bankrupt Northwestern Can com- 
pany, spent last night in a cell at the de- 
tective bureau. He was captured yestercay 
at Windsor, Ont., by Charles Furthmann, in- 
vestigator for the state’s attorney’s office. 
He was just preparing to leave for London, 
England. 

First Assistant State's Attorney Frank 
Johnston and Detectives Robert J. McCarthy 
and George Garry met the prisoner at the 
Niinois Central station last night. Wiliam 
D. Delahanty, a detective from Toledo, O.. 
accompanied Furthmann and his prisoner to 
Chitago. Mr. Johnston served a warrant on 
Buckminster, charging. him with arson in 
connection with the burning of the can com- 
pany’s pam Franklin street and the river, 
on May 22, 1911. 


Laughs at Arrest. 

Buckminster, when arrested in Windeor, 
laughed at the detectives. As a member of 
the Chicago police Cepartment he knew ar- 
son is not an extraditable crime. He re- 
fused to return with them. Buckminster 
was taken to-the office of William Reed, chief 
of police of Windsor. 

“ Let's see what: he’s got on him,” sald 
Reet. Buckminster wads searched. 

“ Get your hat and coat, Buck; you're :0- 
ing back to Detroit,” said Reed. In custody 
of the Windsor police he was taken across 
the Detroit river. At Detroit Reed turned 
to him, 

* You're exported as an undesirable,” he 
salc curtly. ‘ Here's the revolver I found 
on you when I searched you. We havéthe 
right to send all gun toters back.”’ 


Johnston Hears It by Phone. 

Telephone communication to Mr. Johnston 
from Detroit advised the prosecutor of the 
arrest, and instructions were at once sent to 
hurry the prisoner to Chicago.

_ JAPAN'S EYE ON TURMOIL. 


Says Other Nations Look Upon the 
‘American Policy as Un- 
just to Them. 


BY OBSERVER. 


The conditions which obtained under the 
Diaz administration in Mexico were such 
that a revolt sooner or later was inevitable.

Realizing the vast potential wealth of 
Mexico, and lacking the capital to develop 
it, the Diaz government encouraged the in- 
troduction of foreign capital. With it nat- 
urally came foreigners in considerable num- 
bers. In the City of Mexico alone there are 
more than 17,000 foreigners, white and | 
Asiatic. 

‘fhe revolt against Diaz was justified. 
Madero’s ideas as to the necessity for a real 
d@emocracy were correct. Had he been able 
to establish a stable government within a 
reasonable length of time there could have 
been no just cause for complaint from any 
quarter. Even failing that, had the disorder 
affected Mexicans and their property alone, 
no outsider would have had a legitimate 
. cause for interference. 


Bound by Monroe Doctrine. 

However, the presence in Mexico of a 
considerable number of foreigners and an 
immense amount of foreign property was 
bound from the beginning to complicate the 
situation. The disorder increased instead 
of decreased, with a consequent increase of 
danger to the lives of these foreigners and 
of destruction to foreign property. Inevita- 
bly the complaint of and appeals for assist-- 
ance received by the various foreign govern- 
ments from their nationals increased in vol- 
ume. This was true not only of the govern- 
ments of Eurcpean countries but of those of 
China and Japan as well, 

The United States has always maintained 
that the Monroe doctrine virtually forbade 
active interference in the affairs of the Amer- 
ican continent by nations outside those two 
continents. On various occasions we have 
shown a disposition to use force to compel | 
recognition of this. The most noted inci- 
dent. was when we compelled France under 
threat of war to evacuate Mexico et the close 
ef our civil war. 

As a consequence of these incidents and the 
epparent acceptance by other nations of this 
doctrine our people have come to consider 
it as a fact acknowledged by the world at 
large. . 


Offensive to Other Nations. 

They forget that it stands as a bar to 
what other nations consider their legitimate 
development and that as a consequence these 
nations do not in reality accept it, but merely 
tolerate it until such time as an opportunity 
for overturning it'may arrive. 

If we fail to maintain order in this hemi- 
sphere and as a consequence Puropeans and 
Asiatics and their property are subjected to 
indignities and injury, we give their respect- 
ive governments an opportunity for just 
complaint. We may be sure such complaint 
will be followed up by armed intervention 
on the part of one or more of them should « 
we fail to restore order promptly. This would 
mean the choice of abandoning the Monroe 
doctrine or else fighting not only the forces 
creating the disturbance in the American 
country in question, but also the European 
or Asiatic country or countriee intervening. 


Danger in the Situation, 
This is the chief danger in the situation 
as it exists at present in Mexico.

J Strong Lure to Immigrants. 


MeRico and South America, by the sparse- 
ness of their pipulations and the richness 
of their resources, offer opportunities for 
both immigration and commerce. Emigrants 
to distant territories, however, are sooner 
or later lost to the mother country unless 
these territories belong to her. Commerce 
is best controlled by the control of the trade 
routes. These routes are best controlled 
| by the possession of their strategic points. 

The successful carrying out of her poli- 
cles, then, would nedessitate the ultimate ab- 
sorption of territory in this hemisphere. 

The one country with sufficient potential 
strength to threaten seriously the carrying 
out of this policy is the United States. By 
the enunciation of the Monroe doctrine and 
repeated declarations of adherence to its 
principles we have left no doubt in the Japa- 
nese mind that the successful completion of 
their, program hecessitates the overthrow of 
this doctrine. : 

To prepare for this and to give Japan the 
maximum chance for success political action 
was necessary in Spanish America. In en- 
tering this field Japan found a good deal 
in her favor. Weare generally disliked and 
above all feared from Cape Horn to the 
Rio Grandd@ and the nearer that river ig ap- 
proached. the stronger these feelings be- 
come. In many quarters this has led to the 
point of view that the primary purpose of 
the Monroe doctrine is to Keep possible rivals 
off what we consider to be, our private

Looking Abroad for Aid.

Present Position of Japan. 

An eXamination of Japan's position at the 
present time reveals her as rapidly ap- 
preaching the parting of the) ways. Either 
the policies by which she has hoped to estab- 


power must advance a long step forward, or 
sh: must be content to adopt and keep the 
role of a second class power. 

Japan at the present time is a debtor na- 
tion, having annual charges of nearly $80,- 
000,000 to meet. In addition,'the balance of 
trade is against her and is steadily growing 
more so. This.means heavy taxation. Cou- 
pleu with this, the cost of living has gone up. 
The laborer at the present time pays 23 per 
cent more for his living than he paid ten 
years ago, while his wages have increased 
but 11 per cent. | ; 

This unfavorable balance of trade is due 
to two facts—one the great increase in man- 
ufacture, which has necessitated the in- 
. ised importation of raw material, and 
the other the tremendous increase in popula- 
tion, which necessitates the |mportation of 
fo.i. Of the $256,000,000 of imports for 1911, 
$141,000,000, or 55 per cent, were for raw 
material and food. The excess of total im- 
ports over exports was $33,000,000. 

Japanese territory which would furnish an 
outlet for the overcrowded population, and 
thus reduce the food supply necessary with- 
out depriving the Japanese government of 
the revenue gained by taxation of these sub- 
jects, and territory which would furnish 
food for those left in Japan and raw ma- 
terials for manufacture, would more than 
alter this unfavorable balance. Under such 
conditions, with her trade and manufac- 
tures constantly growing, and an ever ex- 
panding but not overcrowded population 


betoming richer through the development of 


home industries and overseas resources, she 
soon would be in a firm financial condition. 


Discontent of the Masees. 

Not only does the present condition worry 
the government because it hinders it in the 
carrying out of its plans, but more so be- 
cause it has created a feeling of discontent 
which is steadily growing amongst the 
masses. 

The continuous rule of Japan by the four 
clans of Satsuma, Nagota, Hizen, and Tosa, 
which brought about the imperial restora- 
tion, is more and more resented by the rest 
of Japan. Students returning from abroad 
see that the government not only does not 
represent the great majority of the people, 
but that it is not fn reality a parliamentary 
one. This class, while a smal lone, ie stead- 
ily growing and ag economic conditions con- 
tinuie ‘to grow worse finds iteelf more and 
more in favor. 

A movement started first in the diet to 


compel the government to acoord to it the 


slight recognition and power which the con- 
stitution guarantees has spread rapidly.

Feeling of National Pride. 


There can be no question of the epepet? 
of the people. The Japanese have extraorda!i 
nary national pride. This ig due to the fact 
that both at home™and at school they are 
continually taught to develop in compari- 
son with foreigners a flerce spirit of na- 
tional emulation. This manifests itself both 
in the,press and in the diet in attacks on 
the government, not because it has by its ag- 
gressive action tended to proVoke other 
countries, but because to the popular mind 
it has not been aggressive enough. Given 
some incident such as ill treatment of Japa- 
nese or their property by foreigners, and 
this feeling solidifies the nation in a hate of 
the guilty which can only be appeased by 
war. 

The failure of the Japanese to obtain an in- 
demnity from Russia at the close of the war 
occasioned riots in Japan. This failure, 
blamed on us, turned the anger of the nation 
in our direction. The San Francisco school 
incident solidified this feeling. (Since then 
we have béen marked as the next enemy. 
When our fleet was in Japan, though the gov-

The United States by insisting on the “open 
door ~ in China tends to prevent Japan's 
establishing that trade monopoly which she 
eo much desires and so urgently needs. 

The United States, by insisting on the integ- 
rity of China, tends to build her up into a 
strong, united nation with which Japan will 
be too weak to compete. 

The United States, through her misetons: 
aries and teachers, tends to spread in the 
minds of the oriental democratic ideas which 
are inimical to the best interests of the Jap- 
anese government. 

The United States, by ite attitude on ori- 
ental immigration, marks itself as the great- 
est foe to-that recognition of the equality of 
the oriental which the Japanese are deter- 
mined to possess. 


Unprepared for a War. 

The Japanese government knows, and the 
Japanese’ people know—what all other gov- 
ernments and peoples, with the exception of 
those of the United States, know—that the 
United States is not ready for war and could 
not get ready for some time’'to come. They 
know that potential strength, no matter how 
great, Counts for little in modern war, unless 
translated into fleets and trained armies. 

The Japanesé believe of us what other for- 
eigners believe, that a few heavy blows 
quickly struck in the beginning and we would 
be ready to settle rather than spend the 
enormous amount of time, money, and men 
necessary to recoup our losses. 

The Japanese know that while some money 
is necessary to fight, enormous riches are not 
and history: has furnished and is furnishing 
at the present time in the Balkans an ex- 
ample of the ability of a poor but determined 
people to fight.

& T. Fish & Co. paid costs of prosecution 
for shipping misrepresented cheese, but al- 
lowed to retain product under §250 bond to 
obey law. 

Ferbend & Co., assessed costs for shipping 
short weight cheese and gave §2650 bond to 
obey the law. 

George Ehrat & Co., consented to forfeiture 
of shipment of limburger cheese misrepre- 
sented as of foreign make,

York Teems with the Bizarre. 


ALL SCHOOLS WELCOME. 


Queer Conceptions of ‘‘Insurgents’’ 
Vie with Conservatives’ Works. 


BY HARRIET MONROE. 

New York, Feb. 14—[Special.]—It is a live 
show, this international exhibition of the 
New Association of American Painter$ and 
Sculptors at the Lexington avenue armory. 
Mm has an air of cosmopolitanism never be- 
fore attained in this country except at world’s 
fairs, and it is less bound by academic stand- 
ards. It is enthusiastic, exuberant; it offers 
the glad hand to any one, young or old, whe 
has something special and personal to say 
in modern art. And its welcome is gener- 
ous; each man has space endugh for ali his 


moods. 

‘All modern art speaks French,’’ said 
Arthur B. Davies, president of the new S0- . 
ciety. ‘ We have tried to follow the line of 
development, as we trace it, beginning with 
a severe classicist like Ingres, and continu- 
ing with DeLaCroix, Corot, Courbet, Manet, 
Monet, Renoir, Degas, Whistler, and on to 
Cezanne, Gauguin, Van Gogh, and the mod- 
ern groups in the various nations. You will 
find they all take their places as offshoots of 
one branch or another of the main tree, 
They all fall in line.” 


Weird Pictures by Cubists. 

It is true;they all fall in line. Even the 
ecubiste seem to be playing interesting games 
with kaleidoscopic polygons of color; even 
Matisse is dancing a wild tango on some weird 
barbarous shore. We cannot always tell 
what they mean, but at least they are having 
a good time 

They are as sure of themselves and as eager 
as children, and Matisse, in his “ Panneau 
Rouge” and one or two other pictures, throws 
figures and furniture on his canvas with 
precisely the prodéga! ener and the 
reckless drawing of a child. 

If these leave us cold, we may go back to 
their predecessors, the three great painters 
whom they claim as the founders of post- 
impressionism, all unfamiliar in this country. 

Eight or ten pictures by Paul Ceganne re- 
veal an original master, a thinker who faced 
realities without flinching, and expressed 
them with stern simplicity of style. 


Van Gogh Landscapes Seen. 


Van Gogh reduced nature to even simpler 
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terms, but admitted more fancy into his in- 
terpretation. Such landscapes as his “” Hills 
at Aries’’ and * The Mill of. Montmartre ” 
are masterpieces which have had an im- 
ménse influence upon his succesgors. And 
Paul Gauguin gave his weird imagination 
free range, expressing the strange supersti- 
tior: of Tahiti savages in such pictures as 
‘The Spirit of Evil,” and casting a magic 
spell even over a vase of flowers. 

The English group is more numerous, and 
the strongest personality in it is, Augustus 
John, who sends thirty-five paintings and 
drawings. 

George W. Russell's exquisite beach scenes 
are more fanctful, as becomes an.-frish poet. 
S Jack B. Yeats, who, if not a pee, is the 
brother of one, is another brilliant Irishman. 
And Charles Conder, that modern English 
Watteau, who died untimely a few years ago, 
is represented by several exquisite little 
panels on silk and pastels. 


Americans Show Masterpieces. 


The American exhibits, which outnumber 
the others, hold their own with eomplete 


assurance. Many of them come from rad- 


ficals whom the more conservative exhibi- . 


tions have not appreciated, and a few rep- 
resent older men whorarely exhibit. Among 
the latter Albert P. Ryder scores a triumph. 


His ‘six little mystical, beautiful pictures [ 


proclaim him one of the great modern mas- 
ters, a: man of imagination all compact, 
whose paintings are songs. 

Most American exhibitions are dominated 
by the conservatives. Not so thie one; the 
radicals are in control, and there are new 
voices in the chorus. Arthur Davies, of 
course, appears with six pictures, of which 
two or three are in his best style. W. 
Glackens and George Bellows offer pictures 
immensely better than anything they have 
shown before. *“*‘A Family Group,’’ by the 
former, is a strong work, and the latter’s 
“ Ctreus’’ is @ brilliant bit of drama, full of 
action and g¢dayety. 

Thus it is fortunate that Chicago is to see 
a part of the exhibition. Arrangements are 
now complete for sending half of the exhibits 
to Boston and half to the Art institate after 
the close of the show in New York.

IN PHILADELPHIA 


Great Crowds Greet and Cheer 
Women Who Areon March 
to Washington. 


GAIN MORE RECRUITS. 


Marchers Arrive in City Footsore | | 
and Tired After Seven- 
teen Mile Hike. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 16.—Enthusiastic 
crowds greeted the survivors of the little 
band of suffragists which arrived here early 
tonight bound from New York to Wash- 
ington. 

Foot sore and streaked with the dust of 
Jersey roads, the eight women, under com- 
mand of “ Gen.” Rosalie Jones, marched up 
Market street to the local suffrage headquar- 
ters in a lane cleared by a police escort. 

Hundreds of sympathizers met the “army” 
on the road between Burlington and Cam- 
den and escorted them here. 


Day’s Hike Seventeen Miles. 

Today's hike started promptly at 9 o'clock 
this morning from Burlington, seventeen 
miles away. Luncheon was served along the 
bank of a pond at Fairview, and Camden 
was reached about 8:30 o'clock. 

By this time the camp followers, consisting 
of reporters and others, which numbered 
about fifty when the suffragists set out today, 
were augmented by curtosity seekers and 
sympathizers until the line extended for near-+ 
ly a mile along the macadam road. 

The pilgrims had a lunch at the home of 
Mrs. Alfred Lowry, a prominent suffragist 
of Camden, before taking the ferry for this 
clty. 

The boat boarded by the marchers was 
crowded from stem to stern by followers who 
added to the swarm anxiously awaiting their 
arrival on the Pennsylvania shore. It was 
shortly after dusk when the city was 
reached, and after reporting at the head- 
quarters the pilgrims hastened to a hotel, 
where their dinner was served. 

In spite of their fatigue the hikers attended 
meetings in several parts of the city tonight

Visions of this ‘act a certificate showing the 
proceedings of the meeting and verified by 
the president or a vice president of the cor- 
poration shall be filed with the secretary of 
Bate within thirty daye after the meeting, 
and upon the filing of such certificate the 
éuration of such corporation shall thereby be 
eXtended, in accordance with the vote of the 
Stockholders, for an additional period not 
longer than fifty years.’’

She has tem- 
perament and imagination as well, a marked 
talent for bravoura, and a gift for simple, 
lyric melody that lifted the second movement 
to significant heights of expressiveness, In- 
terpretative shortcomings arose only when

MONEY MARKET TIGHT. 


Drop in Stocks and Bonds Shows 
Poor Chance to Get New 
Capital. | 


ew York, Feb. 16.—Speculative opinion 
saw in a part of last week’s events confirma- 
tion of previous misgivings and in others 
cause for fresh anxiety. Sentiment was 
‘gloomy, and little account was taken of the 
progress toward the period’of recuperation 
which a thickening of the speculative gloom 
invariably heralds. Only difficulties were 
taken account of. 

Tightening money markets and falling 
prices for outstanding stock and bond issues 
indicated that the prospects for new capital 
were poor. The lower prices for existing 
issues offer additional attractions for invest- 
ment demand. Liquidation in London of gilt 
edged issues is for the purpose of taking up: 
underwritings which have declined below the 
subscription prices. Advances on collateral 
by the Bank of France are for subscription to 
pending issues. 

Expanded Loans Aid Bonds. 

Recent expansion of New York bank loans 
has helped to take care of convertible and 
other bond issues. A large foreign partici- 
pation is reported in the underwriting of 
Union Pacific's holdings of Southern Pacitic. 
The absorptive process thus indicated while 
productive of some financial discomfort, 
represents real progress. Danger that the 
-discomfort may be enhanced is seen in the 
diminishing inflow of cash to"New York and 
the contimued exports of gold.

Chances for peace in Europe are eagerly

SAYS DR. KRANZ 


Husband Agnees with Man Now 
Suicide She Is “Vampire.” 


COMPACT TO DIE SUSPECTED. 


Woman Leaves House Well Dressed, 
Meets Affinity Who Fires on Her. 


Called a “vampire” both by her husband 
and by the man who shot her and then killed 
himself, Mrs. Henry Seibold is in a critiéal 
condition at Englewood hospital. 

The police believe the inquest today over 
the body of Emil Rosenberg wil! show Mrs. 
Seibold failed to keep a suicide compact with 
him, 

Just previous to the attempted murder and 
suicide, according to Seibold, his wife re- 
ceived a telephone call from Rosenberg. An 
argument ensued over the telephone. Sei- 
bold was unable to hear the words used, be- 
ing in the back room of their residence. At 
the conclusion of the conversation, accord- 
ing to Seibold. Mrs. Seibold hung up the re- 
ceiver and said: 

“I don't care if he does kill himself.” 


Leaves House Soon After. 

A short time afterward, according to. Sei- 
bold, his wife left the house, dressed in her 
best clothes and wearing white furs, and 
carrying a big muff. According to witnesses 
later in the evening, Rosenberg and the wom- 
an were seen walking in Fifty-seventh strgét, 
mear Green. Children say the pair had a 
heated argtiment, and Mrs. Seibold was 
walking in front of Rosenberg at a fast pace 
when Rosenberg selged her by the shoulders 
and entreated her to go with him. 

Mrs. Seibold, according to the children, 
broke away and walked hastily toward her 
own residence at 5641 Green street. Roéen- 
berg caught up with her, and while she was 
within a few paces of her own residence he 
shot her and then fired a bullet into his head. 


“Beware Woman Like This.” 

A letter found in Rosenberg’s coat begs 
forgiveness of his wife and says he had 
grown to love Mrs. Seibold until he no longer 
could endure it, and the two had agreed to 
die together. A letter meant for the general 
public, written by Rosenberg, stated: 

* Beware of women like this one, While 
she was lovely in all her ways, her only aim 
in life was first to break up homes and sec- 


| ond to break hearts, and when she got that 


far she looked for another.”’ 

According to Seibold, Rosenberg wrote Mrs. 
Seibold hearly forty letters, and during the 
three nights previous to the tragedy she had 
not been home at all. Mre. Rosenberg said 
her husband also had not been home in three 
days. Rosenberg and Mrs. Seibold worked 
at Becker & Ryan’s department store in Hal- 
sted street near Sixty-third. He was a 
butcher and she was a demonstrator. The 
Seibolds had been married fourteen years;

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EGGS CENTER PRODUCE TRADE 


Drop of 3@4 Cents Hard Blow 
for Speculators. 


PRODUCING SEASON ON. 


Butter Market Topheavy; Potatoes 
Higher; Poultry Weak. 


Interest in the produce trade at Chicago 
last week centered largely in the market for 
eggs, where recessions of 3c fo 4c in prices 
added to the discomforture of speculators 
and kept buyers and sellers jin a state of 
uncertainty. 

With the season of greatest production 
close at hand, egg dealers made especial 
efforts to dispose of their cold storage egs;. 
These were offered at a substantial loss from 
last spring’s purchasing prices, but holders 
realized that the longer the eggs were held 
the greater would be the lo#s that would 
have to be pocketed, and they kept the mar- 
ket flooded with their offerings. 


Fresh Eggs Lack Outlet. 

This deprived fresh eggs of an outlet and 
as receipts made a big increase, prices 
worked steadily downward. Arrivals for 
the week were nearly triple those of the 
corresponding week a year &go, anc with 
continued mild weather, it is expected that 
marketings the coming weeks will show still 
greater increase. 

Butter values held within’ a fraction of 
those of the preceding week, but the market 
acted decidedly topheavy at the quotations. 
The chief depressing factor. was a decline of 
Y@ic in the east, which served to curtail 
the operations of shippers in this market. 
Local consumptive demand was lethargic 
and receipts did not find a ready outlet. 


Potato Prices Make Advance. 

Potato prices advanced 5@10c, being bene- 
fited by continued light receipts and a more 
active consumptive demand, the latter being 
stimulated by cool weather. Sweet potatoes 
were dull and easy, while green vegetables 
of all kinds were in liberal supply and quiet. 

The preceding week’s epecial-sale of apples 
at low prices furnished an outlet for a good 
deal of ripe stock in stores of jobbers and 
retailers, and the ‘latter were back in the 
market for good sized assortments last week. 
This resulted in greater activity in the mar- 
ket, but sellers found it Sue pexcenmais to ad- 
vance values. 

Poultry was scarce and firm early in the 
week, but more liberal receipts were at hand 
later and the market closed with’ spring 
chickens at.a decline of lc a pound, while 
other descriptions were unchanged.

COTTON GOODS MARTS S1EADYs 
SIGNS OF STRENGTH SHOWN. 
Renewal of Demand for Shipments to 


China Made—Scarcity of Operatives 
Curbs Production. 


New York, Feb. 16.—Cotton goods markets 
have held generally steady and in some in- 
Stances have developed strength recently. 
There has been a renewal of demand for 
goods for shipment to China and about 4,000 
bales have been contracted for on a basis of 
7% cents for three yard sheetings. There 
has been a good business done in percale for 
the cutting trade and for the jobbing trade 
on a basis of 64% cents for 4-4 64s. Bleached 
cottons are steady, but purchases are be- 
ing made in small lots. 

Prints hold steady with business of light 
volume. Drills and sheetings are irregular 
in price, some constructions showing little 
or no change following the ease in cotton, 
while other constructions are off. Brandeé 
goods are held very firm. Ginghams‘continue 
to show steady improvement in the volume 
of distribution. Prices are on a basis that 
was current for spring and it has not been 
possible to secure advances. 

There ts still a great deal of complaint tn 
eastern manufacturing centers of a scarcity 
of operatives and this accounts for the lim- 
ited deliveries and the difficulties traders 
find in procuring stock goods of certain de- 
scriptions. Prices are as follows:
